one hundred miners were 
entombed by an explosion of firedamp 
in the United National Mine, in the 
midst of Rhondda Valley, which is the 
center of the great Welsh coalfields, 
today. Up to midnight, 62 bodies 
have been recovered. It is believed 
no miners escaped alive. == 

A tremendous explosion, followed by 
immense clouds of smoke and steam 
arising from the mouth of pit No. 2 
was the first intimation of the disas- 
ter. Immediately, hundreds rushed to 
the mine to find that the explosion had 
wrecked most of the machinery. Eight 
hundred men at work in shaft No. 1 
were rescued and a few, near the sur- 
face in shaft No. 2. 

Scores heroically volunteered to join 
the rescue parties, but when an at- 
tempt was made to descend, it was 
found that the entrance to pit No. 2 
had been shut off, and that, in all 
probability. every man in the pit was 
doomed. All attempts at rescue had 
to be abandoned, owing to the deadly 
fumes and the falling rocks and earth, 
which made any attempt to go below 
look foolhardy. 
with the shaft so that wir “eenlé-be 
pumped below, but no sound could ve 
heard and no hope is entertained of 
rescue. Scenes about the entrance to 
the mine beggar description. Hun- 
dreds of women and children, many 
of’ the women with babies in their 
arms, beg and implore the comrades 
of those below to attempt a rescue. 

Hundreds of them were at the 
mouth of the shaft all day and far into 
the night, without 4 mouthful of food, 
wailing and moaning for the lost ones. 
The disaster is worse than has hap- 
pened in years.

Papers in Case Turned Over 
by Wilson. 


Prosecutions to Follow Secret 
Service Report.

The appointment today by the 
Senate of a committee on separation 
is another step toward the final adop- 
tion of the bill dividing church and 
state, already passed by the Chamber 
of Deputies. 

Interest in the question now centers 
in the action to be taken by the Sen- 
ate and fears are expressed that the 
long and flerce fight which character- 
ized the debaté in the lower house will 
be renewed, Neither the adherents nor 
the opponents of the bill are entirely 
satirfied with it as it stands. Partisans 
of the Concordat recognize that the 


measure impoverishes the church and 
express the intention of endeavoring 
to obtain better terms regarding the 
disposal of church property. | 

On the other hand, advanced Re- 
publican Senators argue the measure 
as being too liberal, especially with 
reference to the formation of the dis- 
trict bodies, which, according to the 
bill, are henceforth to control religion. 
These bodies, by the text of the bill, 
must conform to the tenets of Cath- 
olicism and thus the bill tacitly recog- 
nizes the Catholic church. 

Should either party 
changing the text of measure, 
further debates will be provoked in 
the Chamber of Deputies.

A RUSSIAN AMAZON. 


Mile. Smolka Has Now Much Renown 
in Manchuria by Her Daring 
Exploits. 


{London Globe:] The attention of 
the crowd of people thronging the rall- 
way station at Harbin was attracted 
recently by a Cossack with rosy cheeks 
and whose beardless face and woman's 
voice told clearly that the soldier's 
garb was being worn by a woman. The 
Russian amazon was a Mile. Smolka, 
and a member of the staff of the Mes- 
sager de Harbin has gathered from 
her own lips and from some of the in- 
habitants the following highly inter- 
esting details concerning the life of 
the heroine: 

Helene Mikhailovna Smolka, the 
daughter of a Jewish soldier of the 
days of Nicholas I, was a young girl 
of seventeen years of age when, during 
the disorders in China, she resolved to 
enlist in the ranks of the frontier 
guards. As she had lived from her 
childhood at Nikolsk-Ussurlisk in the 
company of Chinese and Koreans, she 
had a perfect knowledge both of Chi- 
nese and of Korean, and she hoped 
that she could be of use during the 
trouble with Chima. Having clothed 
herself as a man and having taken the 
name of Michel Nicolalevitch Smolka, 
this eccentric and brave girl passed 
with great distinction the examina- 
tion as interpreter held at the School 
of Interpreters at Viadivostok. Toward 
the end of 1900 the girl was serving as 
interpreter and frontier guard at the 
station of Ninguta, in Manchuria. She 
had taken part in all the scouting and 
skirmishes and had learned how to 
handle her rifle and sword. In 1901 
Smolka was sent at the head of about 
a hundred frontier guards to recon- 
noiter at Kaiga. Overcome by a hard 
day’s work, the men went to sleep in 
the peasant's house. The Chunchuses 
were not far off, and the traitorous 
Chinese told them that the Russians 
were resting for the night. The 
Chunchuses resolved to profit from the 
night and their greater numbers, and 
to attack the house in which the Rus- 
Mans were sleeping. However, they 
had overlooked Smolka’s vigilance. In 
moving among the Chinese, Smolka 
had got wind of the plot; she aroused 
the frontier guards in time to let the 
Chunchuses approach the house, then, 
as the latter came near, the Russians 
rushed out and fired upon them and 
put them to flight. During that little 
skirmish Smolka received her frst 
wound, which was on the right arm 


As a reward for all the services ren- 
Gered by her during the campaign in 
China, Smolka received a silver medal, 
and a sword with a silver hilt and bear- 
ing the inscription, To the interpreter, 
Smolka, for courage displayed at 
Kaiga.” 

Immediately after the outbreak of 
war with Japan, Smolka sent a request 
to the commander of the forces to ask 
him to allow her to be enrolled among 
tt... volunteers. Without waiting for 
a reply, Smolka went to Hurbin, with 
u view of supporting her request at the 
hands of Gen. Volkoff: but she did 
not receive the desired permission. 
Then this brave woman disguised her- 
self as a man, hung her medal around 
her neck and sought a favorable oppor- 
tunity for undergoing all the risks and 
perils involved in serving with the 
army in Southern Manchuria. At that 
time railway tickets were given only 
te euch persons as had special author- 
ity to travel by rail. Still Smolka was 
undaunted, and she resolved to reach 
Liao-Yang at all costs. So she slipped 
into a cattle truck, and in that way she 
reached the headquarters of the army, 
where she met many of her former 
comrades. Thanks to their aid, she 
managed to get enrolled in the scout- 
ing detachment of the Second Cos- 
sack Regiment, of Nerchinsk, under 
Lieut. Vickniakoff, and once more she 
was able to bestride her charger. She 
accompanied the detachment when tt 
was sent to reconnoiter the outskirts of 
the town of Kuan-Gen-Sian. Again, 
owing to her knowledge both of the 
Chinese language and of Chinese cus- 
toms, she was able to find out in good 
time the approach of a considerable 
body of Japanese, and to warn her 
comrades thereof, with the result that 
the detachment had to defend itself 
while rejoining the main body. After 
that expedition a report of the affair 
was drawn up and handed to Gen. 
R——, and this led to Smolka being en- 
rolled in the Second Regiment of Ner- 
chinsk as a volunteer interpreter un- 
der the name of Michel Nicolaievitch 
Smolka. Thenceforward she took part 
in many dangerous pieces of scouting, 
but she was wounded only once slightly 
in the foot. 

During all the time that she has been 
on activg service, Smolka has shared» 


comrades in arms. She ate her rations 
with the rest, standing around the Cos- 
sacks’ huge kettle; she sang their sol- 
diers’ songs with them; she wrote let- 
ters for those who were unable to 
write them, and all she asked was that 
they should treat her as is she were a 
man. But the young and intrepid 
Smolka, in spite of all her seriousness, 
has not been able to prevent certain of 
her comrades, and even some of her 
superior officers, from seeing in her a 
charming woman. However, the ma- 
jority of the officers treated her with 
the greatest respect. The Cossacks 
and the ordinary soldiers were very 
fond of her, and they used to call her 
*Makaile Nickolaievitch." In short, 
she became quite accustomed to hef 
position, and sometimes she forgot that 
she was a woman. 


Nobles as Farmers. 

Among the Roman nobility there is a 
tradition that they are necessarily at 
one and the same time great aristo- 
crats and passionate agriculturists. The 
three Princes Colonna, who are broth- 
ers, the eldest of whom is assistant 
to the pontifical throne, the second Sen- 
ator of the kingdom, and the last, un- 
til a few months ago, Mayor of Rome, 
never let a week pass without spending 
same days on their estates to direct 
and personally superintend the agricul- 
tural work. Duke Caetani and his sons 
lead every year for some time the life 
of the butter! (cowboys of the Cam- 
pagna Romana,) while Prince Rospig- 
Host for forty years never missed a 
day in looking after his estates like a 
real farmer. Dyke Leopoldo Torlonia, 
who was removed from the position of 
Syndic of Rome by Crispi, when, on the 
occasion of the jubilee of Leo XIII, ne 
officially sent the greetings of the city 
to the Pontiff, does not remain behind 
the others. He has just started, in

Was Prominent in Democratic State 
Politics, a Factor in the Oi! Devel- 
opment of the State and Helped to 
Establish the Los Angeles System 
of Street :

Frederick Harkness, a wid@ly-known 
citizen, who was prominent in local 
street railway circles twenty 
and who, as a Democrat, n ac- 
tive part in politics at 3 times 
in the past, died of heart failure at 5 
o'clock last evening at his home, No. 
1204 West Thirty-seventh street. Fu- 
neral services will be held at the fam- 


ily residence at 10 o'clock tomorrow 
morning. 
Mr. Harkness had been ailing for 


some time, but was not seriously af- 
fected until Saturday night, when phy- 
sicians were summoned hastily, to re- 
main wiih him until the end. 


A native of New York City, Mr. 


The late Frederick Harkness. 


Harkness was 63 years old. His par- 
ents were John J. and Mary Harkness, 
and in his véiris ran the blood of the 
Van Ruppers, the Wrays, the Gillen- 
ders and other old Dutch families of 
Manhattan Island. 

Coming to California as a boy of 11. 
Mr. Harkness lived for a time at San 
Francisco, and later removed to Santa 
Barbara, where, in 1874, he was mar- 
ried to Sallie Sparks, daughter of a 
family of note in that city. * 

Some years later he came to Los An- 
geles, being engaged at various times 
as manager of different leading hotels, 
and finally be-oming associated with 
IJ. W. Hellman in the control of the 
street car lines of the city. He was ac- 
tive in obtaining franchises for the 
operation of the cable-railway system 
that was built in the early 80's, and 
when he had severed his * 
with the transportation companies he 
embarked in the real estate business, 
first with J. Downey Harvey and sub- 
sequentiy with the late omas E. 
Rowan. 

To Mr. Harkness is given the credit 
for conceiving and carrying into execu- 
tion the plan for St. James Park. 

Of recent years, Mr. Harkness had 
engaged in the development of oil in 
Santa Barbara. county, where he and 
his: family mage their home for some 
time, returning: to Los Angeles a Ittle 
more thau a year ago. 

Atthough he took an active part in 
polities, Mr. Harkness held but one 
public officethat of deputy under 
John T. Gaffey during his term as Col- 
lector of the Port of Los Angeles.

Wine Men are Trying to Buy it All at. 
Low Prices—Double Cross, Says 
a Grower. 


A vineyardist from the country said 
yesterday to a Times reporter: “The 
grape-growers are up against a 
double cross this year. The crop is 
very light and the wine makers are 
trying to contract for the grapes ot 
about $7 to 88 per ton. The price 
should not be less than $15 to 820. 

On the other hand the small wine 
makers say the big San Francisco wii 
trust is trying to force them all out 
of business or into the combine. The 
trust is selling sweet wines here in Los 
Angeles for 25 cents per gallon, which 
ought to bring not less than 50 cent 
These prices are of course for wines 
only partly cured and in a wholesale 
way. Perfectly cured sweet wines 
— bring $1.00 per gallon up at re- 
tail. 

The grower says: “Hold onto your 
grapes and get a good price for them. 
Then the wine makers will not be 
able fo sell at 25 cents per galion. The 
consumer will get his wine at about 
the same price.” The middleman is 
still to be heard from.

AT THE COURTHOUSE. 
RS. IDA GROSS 
RUN TO EARTH. 


ARRESTED FOR PERJURY COM- 
MITTED IN MURDER TRIAL. 


— 


Tried to Exonerate J. W. Heart, 
Charged With Murder of Thomas 
Kerns, by Posing as an Eye-wit- 
ness and Stringing Together a Tis- 
sue of Lies. | 


After playing hide and seek with the 
sheriff's deputies for nearly nine 
months Mrs. J. W. Heart, or more 
properly Mrs. Ida Gross, was yester- 
day arrested by Deputy Sheriff 
Franklin on the charge of perjury. 

The offense charged was committed 
during the trial of J. W. Heart for 
having murdered Thomas Kerns over 
a difference regarding 60 cents. The 
evidence was strong against the de- 
fendant, but the wife pro tem. of 
Heart went upon the witness stand 
and told a fairy story regarding the 
killing. 

She narrated with circumstantiai 


| detail how she accompanied Heart and 


her little girl upstairs into the flat 
that Kerns and his family were va- 
cating, stood by while the two men 
struggied and witnessed the coup-de- 
grace given to Kerns by Heart in self- 
defense. Among much else she said: 

“Kerns grabbec a knife and said 
‘You son —— ——, I'll kill you’ and 
then he grabbed him by the throat and 
had the knife in his right hand, and 
whirled him around as I won a n- 
tle bit of a child, and then threw him 
into the bedroom. Then he went on 
top of him with his knees and punched 
him all the time on the right side.” 
‘Then, having told of the alleged 
facts showing justification, she de- 
scribed Heart shooting while lying on 
the floor. All the statements must 
have been carefully considered in or- 
der that they might meet the require- 
ments of the circumstantial evidence 
that had been put in the $fesecution, 
and that could not be contradicted. 

But Mrs. Heart was not shrewd 
enough to cover over the dastardly 
murder. Attorney Appel gave the lic 
to her when he went upon the witness 
stand and told how the woman had 
tried to get him to defend Heart, an! 
at that time had mentioned facts that 
clearly indicated his guilt and ithe 
necessity that existed for a cooked up 
defense. The admission was really 
the point that the defense depended 
upon in appealing to the Supreme 
Court, but the court of last resort 
turned the appeal down and  »sus- 
tained the finding of the lower court in 
sentencing Heart to twenty years in 
the State's prison. 

The perjury of the so-called wife was 
so daring that the District Attorney 
initiated proceedings against her. in 
any case a wife cannot be made to 
testify in any case where the life or 
liberty of her husband are involve, 
so that Heart was privy to the wom- 
an's concocted series of fabrications. 
But Mre. Heart was aware that she 
had played a perilous part, and when 
the trial ended and a complaint was 
sworn out against her she could not 
be found. She was traced to Bakers- 
field and thence north and finally she 
dropped out of knowledge.

Among other of the stipulated testi- 
mony was that of J. M. Griffin, sole 
survivor of the Executive Committee, 
having in charge the expenditure of 
moneys subscribed to plant out the 
park in very early days. He told of 
erect! the picket fence, and planting 
some of the large forest trees. 

Counsel for the plaintiffs rely upon 
the dedication of the site as a park, 
and an article in the charter of 1888 
setting out that al) parks should be 
held as such inviolate to the people.

We will say that John Brown is a 
candidate for prosecuting attorney of 
Boxelder county, Utah, and for several 
reasons it is advisable in the eyes of 
the priesthood that he be not elected; 
first, he is a Gentile: second, he has 
refused to secretly give the ¢ustomary 
pledge to the hierarchy that if elected 
he will not undertake or permit the 
prosecution of polygamous Mormons 
except under the most extreme pres- 
sure; third, he is not generally friendly 
to the Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter Day Saints or willing to promote in 
a civil capacity the material ends of the 
“Kingdom of God on Earth.”

SMITE PIER. 


WAVES THREATEN THE WHARF 
AT LONG BEACH. 


Fishermen's Quarters Flooded and 
One of the Mooring Piles Carried 
Away—ne of City Trustees Pre- 
poses to Put Layer of Loose Rock 
Under Structure. 


LONG BEACH, July 11.—The heavy 
swells on the ocean of yesterday and 
today, though unaccompanied by wind 
or storm, have caused considerable 
damage to the fishermen and awak- 
ened the City Trustees to a realisation 
that danger threatens the new $100,000 
pier unless prompt and effective pre- 
ventive measures are taken at once. 

The swein yesterday evening were 
running from six to ten feet and at 
high tide broke over the lower deck of 
the wharf, but did no damage. 

Under the wharf, however, the fish 
markets of Frank Duffiey, Art Paschall 
and F. Vogt were torn out, reduced to 
kindling wood and the fragments 
Scattered along the beach, the tide 
carrying them clear up to the board 
walk, ordinarily far out of reach of 
the water. The markets of Wil] Graves 
and A. H. Mason were awash, but re- 
mained intact. Early this morning 
one of the mooring piles on the east 
side of the wharf tore loose, with a 
force that bent and twisted the retain- 
ing bolts and several others are 
and may go at any time. These pilings 
are simply used for buffers and their 
loss does not weaken or injure the 
structure, except what may result from 
the wrenching. This morn two row- 
boats be to Mart and 
drifted ashore on the 
beach.

Country Home of One of the 
Kings Guarded by Armed 
Henchmen. 


{New York Press:] One of the sweet- 
est of the sugar family of Havemey- 
ers was Harry. a cousin of Henry Oh- 
My, the present head of the house. 
Harry built a villa on a point of Oak 
Ieland some thirty years ago, and 
there, isolated from the world, lived 
Uke a feudal lord of the Middle Ages.

Testing for Petroleum. 
SAFFORD (Ariz.) June 18, 1905.—{To 
the Editor of The Times.] Will you 
kindly tell me how to test rock as earth 
for petroleum, when the material con- 
tains but a trace or small quantity. 


Also, how to test water for a trace 
of the oil? 
Yours truly, SUBSCRIBER. 


ANSWER: A qualitative test can be 
made by pulverizing the rock to about 
80 mesh. Place the powdered mineral 
in an evaporating dish, pour hot water 
over it and boil for twenty minutes; 
pour off the water and oil solution 
while hot, let it cool and settle; then 
distill the supernatant solution. This 
test will answer for testing what is 
popularly known as “coal oil,” In 
seeking for traces of such in water 
distillation only is necessary. 

Petroleum (rock oil, senaca oil, bitu- 
men, asphaltum, maltha,) was known 
by the Greeks as naphtha. All natur- 
ally occurring petroleum belongs to the 
hydrocarbon family. Hydrocarbon 
products are separated from the kero- 
gene of commerce in the order of 
their volatility by distillation. In test- 
ing for oil the first step is to smell 
the crude matter. A sweetish odor in- 
dicates the presence of paraffine. The 

oleum scent is familiar to all, as is 

that of asphalt, if the hydrocarbon 
carries paraffine as a base, and the 
percentage high, such of! will burn in 
a iamp and with safety. If subjected 
to cold a few degrees below the freez- 
ing point, the paraffine contents will 
separate and can be obtained in «@ 
cloth by running the oil through it, 
the paraffine remaining behind. A Ais- 
tHlation test (assay for petroleum) is 
made py weighing 50 grams of the 
crude material in a chemical flask and 
pouring that weight into the bottom of 
a glass retort. Due caution must be 
exercised in placing the oll in the re- 
tort, and especially none of the ma- 
terial should come in contact with the 
inside of the tubular opening. A ther- 
mometer is next inserted into the tubue 
lated opening. “To effect this inser- 
tion a short piece of rubber tubing fs 
pushed over the stem of the ther- 
mometer, which assures a tight fit, and 
the instrument is placed in such man- 
ner that its bulb stands within about 
an inch above the strface of the oil 
to be distilled, so that, on heating, the 
temperatures of the oll vapors arising 
can be readily read from the ecale of 
the thermometer. The bottom ot the 
retort, thus provided with the oil and 
thermomettr, is then placed upon a 
pipe-stem triangle, resting on a tripod, 
without any further protection of wire 
gauze or other material, and the neck 
of the retort steadied by means of a 
support, its mouth being inserted into 
A receiver, consisting of a small tarred 
Erienmyer flask, which rests in a por- 
celain dish, filled with a freezing mix- 
ture of ice and salt ani — With 
a piece of heavy flliering paper. 

In case the oll contains highly vola- 
tile hydrocarbon, Mable to distill below 
the boiling point of water, as rhigo- 
lene, boiling at 18.3 C., or 64.9 F.,

It is — ntial to rotate the 
receiving flask continually during this 
and the subsequent distilling opera- 
tions, so as to assure the c ensation 
of the oil vapors as completely as pos- 
sible; also to close the flask by means 
of a cork or glass stopper immediately 
after removi it from the neck of the 
retort, in order to prevent loss 
evaporation, when carrying the 

to a- balance, and weighing. If a com- 
mon cork is used for this purpose it 
should be dry, smooth and tight-fittl 
and should be inserted into the — 
of the flask while in this position. A 
| glass stopper ground to fit the neck of 
the flask is, of course, preferable, anda 
dozen of such fi „perfectly dry and 
clean, should be ept ready and num- 
bered and weighed beforehand. 


These preparations having been made 
and the volatile parts of the oil, dis- 
tiling up to 9 C., been determined, 
the retort is removed from the water 
bath, dried and placed u the pipe- 
stem triangle mention before. A 
very scall gas flame its now cau- 


‘tiously applied to the bottom of the 
‘retort, 


the burner being constantly 
moved from side to side, and the tem- 
perature gradually raised to 110 C., or 
230 F., another flask having been sub- 
stituted to receive the naphtha now 
distilling, which is removed to 
weighed and replaced by another flask. 
In the same manner the ligroine por- 
tion, distilling up to 120 C or 240 F. 

may be gathered: and weighed, 
finally the benzine fraction, distilling 
between 120 and 150 C., or 40 and 302 
F., when the operation of changin

This done the temperature is raised 
from 150 to. 200 C., or 240 to 392 F., when 
an exchange of flasks and weighing 
takes place; then to 250 C., or 482 F., 
and finally from 260 to 300 E., or 482 
to 672 F., ig oN owed by the same manip- 
ulations as before. e weights of the 
olls, separated by these three last op- 
crations, are added and considered as 
the amount of illuminating or burn-: 
ing (kerosene) present, but are best 
given separately in the report.” The 
thermometer is now taken from the re- 
tort and the tubular opening tightly 
corked with a ground glass stopper, 
so that heating above the degrees 
named may safely be continued, a new 
receiving flask is put in place, the dis- 
tillation proceeds with more heat from 
the gas flame and the distilling over 
of the oll continued until a residue of 
carbonaceous matter is left behind, in 
the retort, carrying not a trace of oil 
and perfectly dry. “The distillates thus 
resulting are weighed in one body, and 
represent the heavy hydrocarbons or 
lubricants, containing sometimes par- 
affines, which are separated from the 
liquid by immersing the flask contain- 
ing it In a freezing mixture, when the 
paraffine will separate out in a semi- 
solid mass. The latter is freed from 
the lubricants mixed with it, by bring- 
ing it quickly into the perforated bot- 
tom of a lemon gqueezer, which is pro- 
vided with an inside layer of calico or 
Similar fabric, folded closely over the 
upper part of the mass, and applying 
very carefully a gentle pressure by 
means of the upper lid, when the lu- 
bricants will drip.into a tarred beaker 
or other sultable vessel, placed under- 
neath, and small enough to allow 
ready handling on the balance." 


Instead of extracting the paraffine 
from the lubricants it can be obtained 
directly from the crude oil as above 
stated by freezing, or “some of the 
crude oi] is placed in a flask mixed 
with three times its volume of ether. 
the liqu:d well shaken and the vessel 
placed into a freezing mixture, when 
nearly all the pornGine present will sep- 
arate out.” e ether is not neces- 
sary when the ol is rich in paraffine, 
such as that of Debeque, Colo. Dr. 
Ohly advises that oil sand and shale 
should be put through a crusher to the 
size of small pebbles, then placed into 
an iron retort, such as used for dis.
